MUSHAM HAS HARD FIGHT 


Calls Out 300 Men and Thirty- 
five Engines, and Yet the 
Damage Is Put at 
$175,000. 


MANY FIRMS SHARE LOSS. 


Thousands of men and women forgot about 
their dinners last evening and endured the 
rain and mud while they watched a battle 
between the Fire department and a big blaze 
at 23 and 25 East Randolph street, near Wa- 
bash avenue. The fight called forth the full 
resources of the department, and while end- 
ing in a victory for Chief Musham’s men re- 
sulted at the same time ina loss estimated at 
$175,000, covered by insurance. 

The principal losers by the fire are the 
owner of the building, David R. Green of New 
Bedford, Mass., and his tenants, Sidney Shep- 
ard & Co., dealers in tinplate and metalware. 


These Are the Losers. 
The losses are tabulated as follows: 
David R. Green, building............. .+-$ 50,000 
Sidney Shepard & Co., total tose of stock.. 100,000 


Up to a late hour the source of the fire had 
not been determined, although Chief Mush- 
am was making an investigation. 


Big Crowd; Many Firemen. 

Alderman William Hale Thompson and Po- 
liceman O’Brien ran a foot race to see which 
would reach the fire alarm box first and sum- 
mon the engines. Both of them had seen 
a heavy cloud of smoke burst forth from the 
windows on the third floor of the Green 
building at 6 p. m., and it is still a doubtful 
matter who ran the faster to send in the 
alarm. 

Within ten minutes the vicinity of Ran- 
dolph street and Wabash avenue was block- 
aded with apparatus of the Fire department, 


and the stairways and platforms of the ele- 
vated railway were jammed with people who 
were determined to view the.blaze. » 

More than forty companies of firemen re- 
sponded és the first alarm, the general alarm, 
which soon followed, and the four special 
calls sent in, fully 300 firemen appearing. 
There were thirty-five engines, five trucks, 
six chemical engines, and two standpipes 
employed in the contest between fire and 
water, and for the second time in its history 
the public library was protected from the 
blaze by its ‘‘ water curtain.” 


Fire Spreads Rapidly. 

The fire seemed to offer a comparatively 
easy problem for the department at the 
beginning, but soon it became apparent that 
vigorous work must be done to savé the 
block. A stiff wind from the north carried 
the flames from the rear to the front of the 
building and hurled a geyser of sparks and 
embers high into the air, while the blaze 
raged up from the third floor to the roof. 

Forty minutes after the alarm was sounded 
the roof of the Green building fell in, and a 
column of flame mounted so high in the air 
that it was observed in Evanston and 
Englewood. As the roof fell half.a dozen 
firemen who were ascending a ladder in Ran- 
dolph street, pulling a lead of hose after 
them, were enveloped momentarily in a sheet 
of fire that almost forced them to drop to the 
ground, but they clung to their work, and 
a few moments later gained their destination 
on the fourth floor. It was the one narrow 
escape of the evening, and the crowd cheered 
in its thankfulness. 


Floor After Floor Falls. 

Floor after floor caved in, until none but 

that of the second story remained. There 
the Fire department made its stand, and in 
a@ measure stopped the further spread of the 
flames. The building was a total loss, how- 
ever, except for the front and rear walls. 
Heavy fire walls on the east and west saved 
the adjoining buildings—the Fairbank to 
the west and the William Stewart Building to 
the east—from injury, except from smoke 
and water. 
, Among the losers from fire and smoke are 
nearly every tenant of the Fairbank Build- 
ing at 8-60 Wabash avenue. The Union 
Wall Paper company is believed to have been 
the heaviest sufferer in the Fairbank Build- 
ing, its loss being estimated at $10,000. 

Further to the east side of the Stewart 
Building are the tea and spice rooms of 
Sprague, Warner & Co. Much of the stock 
stored in the basement was damaged by 
water, while smoke inflicted damage on the 
stock carried on the upper floors. 


Gasoline Adds to Peril. 

One of the incidents of the blaze was the 
frantic appeal made to the Fire department 
by representatives of the printing firm®*of 
A. LL. Deming & Co., which occupies the sec- 
ond floor at 22 Randolph street, directly 
across from the Green building. Half a 
dozen large cans of gasoline had been left 
out of doors on the fire escape, and when * 
blazing embers began to fall a call went out 
to the firemen to remove the cans before an 
explosion could result. Two firemen an- 
swered the summons and performed this | 
dangerous task without difficulty. 

The crowds remained in the street watch- 
ing the fire from 6 until 10 p.m. Traffic was 
blocked on both of the cable lines of the 
South Side and:on the Union Loop for a 
time, and thousande of people just going 
home from business were delayed. 


Stubborn Blaze, Musham Says. 
. “Jt certainly was a stubborn blaze,” said 
Chief Musham, “and I did not care to take 
any chances on its spreading. While the 
loss is heavy, I am glad that the blaze did 
not communicate with any of the adjoining 


structures. 

Chief Musham's opinion of the fire is re- 
flected by the number of engines he called. 
It is seldom that a down-town fire requires 
more apparatus than is summoned by the 
“4.31” alarm. Last night four special calls 
were made, which brought twenty more en- 
gines down-town than the “411” would

KING GIVES OP IRISH POOR 


EDWARD VII. ADVISED TO STAY 
AWAY FROM EMERALD ISLE. 


Unsettied and Threatening Conditions 
Declared to Make Proposed Royal 
Visit Dangerous—Wyndham’s New 
Land Purchase Act to Be Offered in 
Parliament and the Revival of the 
Crimes Act Is Postponed for the 
Time—Day’s Gossip in London,

LONDON, March 13, 3 a. m.—The King’s 
proposed visit to Ireland has been definitely 
abandoned. The official announcement to 
this effect was made last night. Although no 
reason has been assigned for the decision, it 
is an open secret that both Earl Cadogan: 
and George Wyndham advised his Majesty 
not to visit Ireland this year, owing to the 
unsettled condition of certain parts of the 
country. 

At the conclusion of the Cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday Earl Cadogan went across to 
Marlborough House, where he had a pro- 
longed interview with the King. Wyndham 
was an optimist when Under Secretary 
of War, and he has not changed his charac- 
ter since his transfer to Ireland. His faith 
in the efficacy of his own land purchase bill 
has influenced the two Balfours, and through 
them the Cecil family, now in charge of the 
affairs of the empire, and that measure will 
be produced by Wyndham before the re- 
sources of the crimes act are employed 
against the United Irish league. 


Nationalists Are Disappointed. 


This is a source of regret to the more ag- 
gressive Nationalist members, who are anx- 
ious to have the league proclaimed as soon 
as possible, and the area of disorder, now 
confined to the western counties, widened. 
They are as incredulous as the landlords 
themselves respecting Wyndham’'s ability 
to lessen the tension between the owners 
and occupiers of the congested districts. 

Landlords and politicians are convinced 
that the resale of the Dillon estate, with the 
wiping out of the heavy arrears of rent and 
a material reduction in the occupiers’ annual 
charges, has unsettled the entire land ques- 
tion. They are wondering what Wyndham 
can do with agrarian agitation when com- 
pulsory sale is excluded by the English prin- 
ciple of right of ownership. 


Royalty at Social Functions. 

The King, the Prince of Wales, and Prin- 
cess Louise were employed yesterday in 
royal functions at St. James’, Manchester, 
and Liverpool. 

The arrangements, as revised, for the first 
court, show that the etiquette of the Vic- 
torian drawing-room has been virtually re- 
tained, although the function has been re- 
named. The number of courtesies has been 
reduced to two, and members of the royal 
famfly stand behind the King and Queen. 
The first court will be larger and less ex- 
clusive than has been reported during the 
last few weeks. 

Lady Londonderry’s reception and Lady 
Haytoi’s party were the chief midweek 
events last night, with many dinners for 
which members of Parliament were free to 
lend their presence.

C. T. Yerkes 
holds 11,950 shares; T. J. Coolidge.of Bos- 
ton, 2,250; F. Ayer of Boston, 2,400; the 
Maryland Trust company of Baltimore, 
2,500; P. Calhoun of New York, 2,500; H. H. 
Rogers of New York, 2,500. 


‘ American Cotton Machinery. 

Lancashire is anxious for more informa- 
tion about the Northrop loom.: It is be- 
lieved that a deputation fully representa- 
tive of the weaving industry in that county 
will shortly proceed to the U d States for 
the purpose of seeing the loom af\work and 
thoroughly inspecting other improvements 
in American textile machinery.

CABLE BREAKS AT RUSH HOUR. 


All South Side Cars on Wabash Ave- 
nue and State Street Tied Up . 
e for Hours. 


For an hour and a half, at the time when 
crowds were waiting to take cars from the 
down-town district to their homes last night, 
a broken cable delayed the South Side cable 
lines. From 4:30 until 6 o'clock strings of 
cable cars lay idle and crowds on the corners 
waited until they were tired and sought other 
means of trangportation.

SEEK ANOTHER WAY ROUND. 


New York, March 12.—[{Special.]—The ac- 
tion of President Roosevelt toward enforcing 
) the anti-trust laws applicable to railroads 
has caused consternation amopg all the 
traffic associations, and these admittedly il- 
legal arrangements are melting away like 
snow under a hot sun. 

Each road will for the time conduct its 
own affairs and make its own®rates without 
the assistance of a bureau or association. 

The dissolution of the pooling system be- 
gan in Chicago, where the Western roads 
were the first to see the danger signal and 
begin the closing out of the bureaus on the 
plea that they were becoming too com- 
plicated and expensive for practical use, 


See Danger in the East. 


The danger became apparent in the East 
‘today, and the railroad Presidents and 
traffic managers composing the Trunk Line 
association mret and decided that the ‘“*‘ money 
pool” of the railroads of the association 
shall cease to exist after April 1. 

The railroads composing the pool,’ which 
is the strongest traffic organization ever

Vital Move in Railroading. 


The action of the Trunk Line association 
is said to be by far the most important event 
in the Eastern freight traffic situation which 
has occurred in many years, and the aban- 
donment of the association was strongly 
urged by President Néwiman ef a6 New 
York Central. 

This pool was the richest and m power- 
ful combination ever formed to maintain 
rates and divide business among its mem- 
bers. Regular returns were made of the 
tonnage carried out of New York by each 
company, and a certain quota was allotted to 
each railroad. For each ton carried.in ex- 
cess of the regular quota each road paid $10 
into the pool, the total of which was divided 
among those roads which did not come up 
to their regular share. 


General Breakup in West. 


In the West the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway company was the first to secede from 
the traffic pools there. It was followed by 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. The 
withdrawal of these two settled the fate of 
the Chicago-Kansas City pool and the Chi- 
cago-St. Paul pool. At the same time the 
Southern Pacific gave notice of its withdraw- 
al from the Southwestern Passenger bureau, 
which had already been weakened by the 
defection of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas. 

When the Northwestern gave notice of 
withdrawal, the Chicago, Omaha and Sioux 
City pool went by the board also, 


. Bureau Heads Left Idle. 


- These traffic exchanges have practically 
ceased to exist, and the high-salaried of- 
ficials whose business it was to look after 
the adjustment of the details will have to be 
otherwise provided for. 

At-a special meeting of the Southwestern 
Passenger Bureau today in St. Louls the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Texas, and the Texas 
and Pacfic railways served notice of with- 
drawal from that bureau. 

All Eyes on the President. 


All signs, East and West, point to a gen- 
eral dissolution of the various freight, pas- 
senger, and traffic bureaus. 

If President Roosevelt enforces the anti- 
trust law against them they will seek some 
other arrangement, and if the law is found 
to be inadequate the old bureaus may be 


patched up again. 
Talks for National Ownership. 


Martin. A. Knapp, chairman of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission, delivered a lec- 
ture tonight in Cooper Union on “ Trans- 
portation,” during which he severely ar- 
raigned trusts and railroad corporations and 
advocated the government ownership of all 
railroads. In part, Mr. Knapp said: 

“he state has as much right to farm out 
the business of collecting its revenues or 
preserving the peace and allow the parties 
intrusted with th duties to vary the rate 
of taxation according to their own interests 
or to séll personal protection to the highest 
bidder as it has to permit the great func- 
tion of public carriage to be the subject of 
especial bargains or secret dickers, to be 
made unequal by favoritism or oppression 
or extortion. 

“Tf we could unearth the secret of these 
modern trusts, whose quick gotten wealth 
dwarfs the riches of Solomon, and whose 
impudent exactions put tyranny to shame, 
we should find the explanation of their 
menacing growth in the systematic and 
heartless methods by which they have evaded 
the common burdens of transportation. 

“‘ Deprived of special and exclusive rates, 
an advantage far greater and more odious 
than exemption from taxation, these trusts 
would be shorn of their advantages and di- 
vested of their principal danger.” --

Miss Campbell was an occasional 
visitor at the Hayes home. During these 
visits she showed, Mrs. Hayes says, a marked 
love for the baby. She often took it out 
walking and street car riding, and when with 
the child paid no attention to any one else.

Steamship Huronian, Sailing from Glas- 
gow on Feb. 11, Believed to Have 


Halifax, N. 8., March 12.—[Special.}—It is 
reported here the steamship Huronian, Cap- 
tain Brodie, which sailed from Glasgow on 
Feb. 11 for St. John, N. B., to load hay and 
horses for south Africa, hae been wrecked on 
Sable Island, known as the “ sTeveyard of 
the Atlantic.” 

No definite information is available, as 
there has been no communication with the 
island since Christmas. A steamer which 
passed close to Sable Island yesterday re- 
ported a large vessel, supposed to be a steam- 
er, on the northeast bank.

CLOWRY PROMOTED 


CHICAGO MAN MADE PRESIDENT 
OF WESTERN UNION. 


General Thomas T. Eckert Retires to 
Take Chairmanship of Board—Col. 
Clowry Moves Up from Vice Presi- 
dent and Superintendent of West- 
ern Division — Has Had Long and 
Active Career as a Telegrapher— 
Did Good Service in War. 


New York, March 12.—[{Special.]—General 
Thomas T. Bckert today retired from the 
Presidency of the Western Uniop Telegraph 
company. His successor is Colonel Robert 
C. Clowry of Chicago, who has been First 
Vice President and General Superintendent 
of the Western division of the company. 
This change was confirmed tonight by 
Charlies Lanier, a director of the company: 
Generali Eckert was elected chairman of 
the board. 

Mr. Lanier said: ‘ General Eckert is 
now a@ pretty old man. He will no longer be 
compelled to shoulder all the responsibility 
of the company, but 4s chairman of the 
board he will still be the guiding spirit, the 
brains of the concern. I understand that 
Colonel Clowry of Chicago is a man of great 
energy and executive ability. His election 
is a satisfactory one,”’ 


Directors Praise Eckert. 


Among the directors present at today's 
meeting were George J. Gould, Edwin Gould, 
Russell Sage, William D. Bishop, Sam Sloan, 
and Jacob H. Schiff. A number of addresses 
laudatory of President Eckert were made, 
and George J. Gould, among others, spoke 
highly of him, 

General Eckert is 77 years old, and since 
the death of his wife, which occurred not 
long ago, his friends say his health has not 
been 80 strong as before. 

Russell Sage, who is one of the oldest of 
the directors of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company and is 85 years old himself, 
said tonight: 

** General Eckert’s retirement and election 
to the cnairmansnip of the board reflects the 
opinion of the board that he should be given 
Scme relief from the increase of his work, 
which has been growing continuously, with- 
out his having to petition for it. 


Confidence in Clowry. 

* While I will not say that Colonel Clowry, 
who takes his place as President, is equal to 
him, he is a good and capable man and well 
qualified as an assistant to General Eckert. 
He is thoroughly famillar with and in accord 
with the policy of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company. 

** Colonel Clowry has been in the employ 
of the company for a great many years and 
is highly esteemed by all the Western Union 
officers and directors. He will probably 
come to this city and begin his duties not 
later than April 1.”’

Colonel Clowry will get. General Eckert's 
salary is somewhere between $25,000 and

General Eckert’s Notable Work. 


General Thomas Thompson Eckert has 
been President and General Manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph company since 
1893, when he succeeded Dr. Norvin Green.

General Eckert at the opening 
of the civil war was appointed Assistant 
Secretary of War. He then took charge of

PRAIN RUNS INTO CYCLONE 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL LIMITED IS 
NEARLY WRECKED IN STORM. 


Wind’ Smashes Every Window in the 
Cars, Covering the Passengers with 
a Shattered Glass — Big Trees and 
Telegraph Poles Blown Across the 
Track—Disaster 135 Miles North of 
*New Orleans—No One Hurt, but All 
Badly Frightened. 


New Orleans, La., March 12.—[Spécial.]— 
The Chicago Limited Express on the Illinois 
Central ran through a cyclone 135 miles north 
of New Orleans at 5:50 this morning and ar- 
rived here an hour late in consequence. 

The train was in charge of Conductor O. ©. 

Betz and had aboard about 100 passengers. 
There was hardly a whole window pane cn 
any one of the cars and the passengers, as 
they disembarked, plainly showed the effects 
of a frightful experience. . 
_ The engineer saw the storm coming, accord- 
ing to the report of Conductor Betz, and 
slowed down. As he did so the tornado hit 
his train. Every window on the side from 
which the wind came—the west—was. 
smashed in and the sleeping passengers were 
covered with shattered glass and breathless 
from the force of the hurricane. 

Beside the track trees were being leveled 
and telegraph poles and wires twisted in a 
mass Of wreckage. Fortunately not a pas- 
senger aboard was injured to any serious ex- 
tent. 

‘Two miles would mark the swath of the 
tornado,” said Conductor Betz. “‘ For this 
distance trees were blown down and the tele- 
graph poles and wires leveled. The thunder 
and lightning which accompanied the wind— 
was terrible. I don’t know whether it was 
the lightning or the wind which broke all 
the windows on the west side of the train. 
Probably it was a combination of both. 

“It was slow work getting out of the 
wreckage of the tornado. For an hour or 
more we had to run slowly, stopping every 
moment or so to clear away a fallen tree or 
telegraph pole. 

“I heard that there had been three people 
killed by flying trees and boughs, but I did 
not learn their names. I think they were 
negroes. The chances are there were numer- 
ous fatalities, but I made no inquiries, being 
too busy getting my-train through.”

Public Will Take Its Last View 
of the Ex-Governor’s Face 
on Saturday. 


CITY’S FLAG AT HALF MAST. 


The body of ex-Governor John P. Altgeld 
was brought on a special funeral! train from 
Joliet’ to Chicago yesterday evening. While 
scores of his friends and associates stood 
with heads uncovered in the train shed, the 
body was carried from the funeral car to 
the hearse and taken to the Altgeld resi- 
dence, 3225 Malden avenue. © 

The statements of Mr. Altgeld’s physi- 


could not be averted had been correct. After 
his collapse at the end of his pro-Boer speech 
at the Joliet Theater the ex-Governor con- 
tinued in an unconscious condition until 7:09 
a m., when he died. The cause of deat 


was apoplexy. 
Body to Lie in State. 
The funeral will take place at 2 p. m. to- 
morrow afternoon frem the residence. It 
will be for relatives and intimate friends. 
From the house the body will be taken to the 
chapel in Graceland Cemetery. On Satur- 
day it will be taken to the North Clark 
Street Turner Hall, where it will! lie in state 
from 10 a. m. until 5 p. m. The burial will 
be at Graceland. 
At a later date, not yet decided on, there 
will be memorial services in the Auditorium. 
These arrangements have been made to 
spare Mrs. Altgeld as far as possible. To 
save her from the effect of a long-continued 
strain it has been decided to havethe funeral 
service take place first. While the arrange- 
ments in no way contemplate a state funeral 
it has been decided that the people to whom 
Mr. Altgeld was endeared should be given an 
opportunity to view his face. ; | 
After the first. prostration Mrs. Altgeld is 
reported as bearing herself courageously. 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones of All Souls’ Church will 
preach the funeral sermon at the residence. 
During the short time the body lay in the 
Hotel Munroe yesterday Joliet did honor to 
the dead man. As soon as the death became 
known the flag was raised to half mast over 
the courthouse. Workingmen and many 
women viewed the remains. 


Dies at 7:09 A. M. 


It was 7 o'clock in the morning—shortly be- 
fore death occurred—when the watchers at 
Mr. Altgeld’s bed noticed a change in his 
condition. He revived slightly—not, how- 
ever, becoming conscious—his pulse growing 
stronger and his temperature dropping a 
little. The physicians, who had been called 
hastily when he fainted at the close of his 
speech the night before, left for breakfast, 
Dr. Stewart alone remaining in the sickroom.. 
He alone was there when the death occurred, 
soon after the favorable symptoms had been 
observed. At 7:09 the patient stopped 
breathing, and all efforts to revive him were 
without result. 

Clarence S.-Darrow, Mr. Altgeld’s law 
partner, reached Joliet at 10 o’clock and 
took charge of the remains. The question of 
a post-mortem examination was raised, but 
the family and friends opposed it. The 
statement of the physicians that death re- 
sulted from cerebral hemorrhage was said to 
be satisfactory. 

Arrangements were made at once for the 
removal of the body to Chicago. Mayor 
Barr detailed six members of the city fire de- - 
partment to act as pallbearers. Throughout 
the city flags were hung at halfmast. 


Special Train Furnished. 
At first it was intended to attach the fu- 


which reaches Chicago at 5:04 o’clock in the 
afternoon. It being discovered that this 
train was three hours late, the railroad of- 
ficials provided a special train of two cars. 

As the body was hurried through the 
atreets of the city from the Hotel Munroe to 
the station a large number of professional 
men and other citizens walked behind the 
hearse. A detail of police marched at the 
head. 

Two large floral pieces, the tributes of the 
business-men of Joliet, had been laid on the 
plain black coffin which had been selected 
by Mr. Darrow. One of these pieces was of 
Marécha] Niel roses and the other of varie- 
gated carnatipns and ferns. 

From Joliet to Chicago a quick run was 
made by the special train. With the body 
were Mr. Darrow, 8. A. Calhoun, the escort 
of the Pro-Boer society who had accompa- 
nied Mr. Altgeld to Joliet, ex-Mayor John 
B. Mount of Joliet, Representatives W. A. 
Bowles, and others.

As soon as the news of the death was re- 
ceived in Chicago different organizations 
were called together to prepare memorials 
and to make arrangements #or the funeral. 
The Judges of the Superior Court, in which 
branch of the judiciary Mr. Altgeld sat as a 
Judge prior to his election as Governor, met 
in the afternoon, A committee was ap- 
pointed to draw a memorial and arrange- 
ments were made-#or a special meeting of 
all Judges at 12:80 o’clock today in Judge 
Brentano's chambers. Judges Kavanagh, 
Brentano, and Tuley were appointed to draft 
resolutions. Present at the meeting were 
Judges Shepard, Chetlain, Waterman, Bren- 
tano, Stein, Kavanagh, Freeman, and Tuley. 


Action by County Democracy.

The construction of a five-story brick and stone building which was nearing comple- 
tion at Eighteenth and Clark streets was interrupted early yesterday morning by the 
collapse of one of the walls. All day a number of workmen under Assistant Building In- 
spectors Lense and Peters were engaged in tearing away the portions of the walls which 
seemed dangerous, and by night street cars and vehicles were allowed to pass the bulld- 


ing. 


During the day traffic on street car lines which enter the city by Clark street was 


seriously inconvenienced, passengers having to transfer at the danger point and walk 


around it. 


The building, which was being constructed for the H. J. Heinz company, wag to have 
been used as a warehouse. The foundations were built during the cold weather, and it is 
thought that as the ground softened the pillars settled and caused the walls to weaken. 

According to a representative of the owners of the building it was designed to cost 
about $70,000. The damaged portion will be rebuilt without wrecking the section which 
is left standing. The walis will be held up by means of temporary supports while the 


pillars are rebuilt.

Not Satisfied with the Law. 


Friends of Mr. Altgeld say that he had 
begun to express a desire to quit the prac- 
tice of law and that he was dissatisfied with 
it. Such an expression was drawn from him 
on the occasion of Judge Tuley’s banquet 
and was made to a friend with whom he 


He never, according to these friends, had 
been more active than during the few days 
just preceding his death. His movements 
in the last few days illustrate this. On Satur- 
day night he spoke in Buffalo. On Monday 
and Tuesday he appeared in the federal 
courts, and Tuesday night he was speaking 
in Joliet. 

As it is affirmed that every one of Mr. 
Altgeld’s addresses represented much care, 
forethought, and preparation, these oc- 
casions became a strain to him. Each ad- 
dress was carefully written by him and 
changed and then dictated to a stenographer, 
during which process he learned it by rote 
and could repeat it line for line. 


Eulogy by J. P. Hopkins. 

**I cannot command words suitable to 
express the esteem in which I held John P. 
Altgeid,’’ said Chairman Hopkins of the 
Democratic State committee. ‘“‘ To my mind 
he was the greatest man of his generation 
and his end was a fitting one, dying, as his 
friend Henry George died, while making a 
speech for what he thought was right. 

“There has been a great deal of miscon- 
ception in the popular mind regarding Alt- 
geld’s character. He was not the radical 
man most people supposed him to be. On 
the contrary, he was a conservative man, 
and the proof is that while he was Governor 
there was not a radical piece of legislation 
enacted in Illinois. He was never an enemy 
of property interests; in fact, all the large 
interests of Illinois had perfect confidence 
in his integrity, and when he ran for Gov-

In 
fact, he was asked to do it by the largest 
and best petition ever presented a Governor 
by any State, and the name of Lyman J. 
Gage, afterwards Secretary of the Treasury, 
was at the head of it. 


Not a 16 to 1 Man., 


“ Also take the free silver issue, No one 
ever heard Altgeld say he was in favor of 
16to1. He was in favor of bimetallism, and 
the only reason he ever gave for consenting 
to the insertion of the 16 to 1 ratio In the 
platform of 1896 was that it was necessary 
to have some ratio to fight for, otherwise the 
silver forces could not unite. 

“ His hatred of President Cleveland grew 
out of Cleveland’s action in sending f 
troops into Illinois when he was Governor 
without even consulting him. It wag a nat- 
ural anger and the Governor was right in his 
protest, At that he did not go as far as did 
General Palmer when President Grant 
started to do the same thing at the time of 
the Chicago fire. 

“In évery way John P, Altgeld was a great 
man, a man way ahead of his age.”’

Figures obtained at the Board of Election 
Commissioners last evening show that the 
registration in the thirty-five wards of Chi- 
cago Tuesday was even lighter than had 
been supposed the night before. It was es- 
timated then that the number of names to 
pe stricken off the registry books on revision 
would be 90,000, but it was demonstrated 
yesterday that it would run considerably in 
excéss of this. 

» During the day the clerks of election for 
960 of the 1,269 precincts took out stamps for 
21,964 suspect notices. This was at an av- 
erage of a fraction over 84 for a precinct. 
This average kept up—and the precincts are 
po weil distributed that there is every reason 
to believe it will be—would make a total of 
105,084 for the city. There is no reason to 
think the total] will fall below this number. 

The official figures for Tuesday’s registra- 
tion show only 61,160 new names added, | 
which, added to the 401,466 names already 

on the Nst, would show a total of 462,626. 
From this the 105,084 or more to be stricken 
off on revision must be subtracted, leaving 
43,924 fewer citizens entitled to vote April 1 
than were qualified at the spring election last 


year. 
Conditions in First Ward. 


In the First Ward in ten precincts 1,429 
puspect notices were taken out. This is at 
the rate of 143 to a precinct and would indi- 
cate a loss on revision of 5,577 for the ward. 
The number of new names added on Tuesday 
was 5,897, so it would appear as if Alderman 
Coughlin and his friends have just about 
held their own in the ward. The heaviest} 
loss was in the Eighteenth and Twenty-first 
Wards, but almost every ward in the city 
lost something. 

The precincts of the First Ward in which 
the suspect notices were sent out cover the 
territory between Van Buren, Clark, and

SMELL GAS; QUI? HOMES 


ARCHER AVENUE RESIDENTS 
FEAR ANOTHER EXPLOSION. 


Odor Noticed During Day, and When 
It Does Not Abate Three Families 
Move ‘to the Houses of Friends to 
Spend the Night—Others Remain Be- 
cause They Have Nowhere Else to 
Go—Residents Say Trouble Should 
Be Corrected at Once. 


Escaping gas and the dread of a repetition 
of the Trostel disaster drove residents in 
the vicinity of Archer avenue and Twenty- 
second street from their homes last night. 
Three families living within a few hundred 
feet of the ruins of the meat market spent 
the night with friends residing on other 
streets, and those who remained in their 
Archer avenue and Twenty-second street 
homes said that they felt their lives were 
in danger, but that they had no place else 
to go. 

Yesterday.the odor that has penetrated 
the homes in the neighborhood at different 
times since the February explosion increased 
to such an extent that it was the cause of 
alarm. Appeals were telephoned to both the 
police and the gas company, and when night 
arrived and there was still no relief the 
anxiety increased. The basements of the 
buildings that form the corner of Archer 
avenue and Twenty-second street filled with 
gas. 

Resident Talks of the Gas. 

“It would be suicidal for me to go near the 
bagement of my house with a lighted match 
tonight,” said J. P. Miller, proprietor of the 
saloon at 364 Twenty-second street. ‘‘ The 
odor is stronger now than it has been at any 
time since the Trostel explosion, and I am 
afraid to permit my family to sleep up-stairs 
tonight. The fumes in the basement are 
strong enough to suffocate. The gas must 
run into the sewer pipes in some way and 
thence into the basements. Everybody in 
the neighborhood is alarmed. It seems to us 
that the authorities have had plenty of time 
to locate the trouble and correct it since the 
explosion.” 

Gustave Heynhuld, a jeweler at 2203 Archer 
avenue, said that the odor in his store and 
basement was so strong that he was com- 
pelled to leave. 

*“‘ Nothing could hire me to sleep over there 
tonight,”’ he said. “It would be foolhardy 
to run such e risk.” 


Complaints Numerous in District. 


Gustave Trapp of 352 Twenty-fourth street 
declared that it could be smelt blocks away. 
He telephoned the gas company and made 
complaint. Mrs. Katherine Miller of 358 
Twenty-second street spent the night with 
friends. The basement of Joseph Kieiner’s 
drug store, which is occupied by a China- 
man as a laundry, has been vacated, neigh- 
bors say, on several occasions. The people 
who live over the stores occupied by Wiede- 
man’s bakery, at 362 Twenty-second street, 
{Fox's bakery at 360, and the corner drug 


2168 Archer avenue has complained of the 
nuisance, as has also Walter Kessner, pro- 
prietor of the milk depot in the rear of 852 
Twenty-second street. 

At 3 o’clock the odor of escaping gas be-

BOSTON STRIKE 
GROWS SERIOUS, 


Railroads Refuse to Arbitrate 
and 100,000 Men May Join 
to Fight Them. 


CRISIS WILL COME TODAY. 


Business Leaders of City Call for 
, Conference and Will Try to : 
Adjust Differences. | 


NEW ENGLAND MILLS CLOSE. 


Boston, Mags., March 12.—[Special.]—Over 
22,000 men are now out on strike with the 
freight handlers and teamsters. The rail- 
roads refuse to arbitrate, and the appeals of 
Governor Crane and Mayor Collins for arbi- 
tration by the National Civic federation are 
useless unless the railroads consent. The 
Building Trades council and the Boston Cen- 
tral Labor union will meet tomorrow, and 
probably will order a general strike. If they 
do over 100,000 men will bein the army fight- 
ing for labor union. 

The two longshoremen’s unions still at 
work voted tonight to join the strike. This 
adds 1,450 strikers to the army, and these 
men unload the Cunard, Leyland, Warren, 
Dominick, and Hamburg-American liners in 
East Boston: The Expressmen’s union or- 
dered all members, 920 in number, to join the 
strikers. 

The city and all New England towns are 
oaralyzed. The wholesale business district 
of Boston will be closed unless the strike is 
settled tomorrow. 

The only hope now is that the business- 
men ofthe city will succeed in securing a set- 
tlement at the conference arranged for to- 
morrow. This conference, which is due to 
the influence of Governor Crane, was ar- 
ranged late this afternoon at a meeting of 
representatives of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, the Boston Associated Board of 
Trade, and the Boston Merchants’ associa- 
tion, with the State Board of Arbitration. 
It was decided to call a conference of the 
business-men of the city, to which, among 
others, the Presidents of the Produce Ex- 
change, the Coal Exchange, and of all the 
railways will be invited. Secretary Easley 
and other representatives of the Civic fed- 
eration have been asked to attend, and are 
now on their way to Boston. 


Mayor Blames the Railroads. - 


Governor Crane and Mayor Collins were 
in conference, and say they have power to 
act. Mayor Collins said: 

‘Until the railroad officials consent to 
having the differences considered by an ar- 
bitration board there is nothing we can do. 
They are obdurate. The saloons cannot be 
closed until rioting starts.’’ 

The railroad company against which the 
strike is chiefly directed, the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford, shows no inclination 
to ask for interference by the National Civic 
federation, and reiterates that its duties as 
a common carrier are defined by law, and 
that it is compelled to handle all freight de- 
-livered to it, whether by union or non-union 
teams, and that it has no option in the mat- 


ter. 
Hanna Willing to Aid. 

Mayor Collins received the following reply 
today to his telegram, asking Senator 
Hanna to aid him in putting an end to the 
strike: 

“Telegram received. If you will point out 
a way I will be glad to be of service. We 
should have indications from both sides that 
our good offices would be acceptable. 

A. HANNA,” 


Expect Strike to Grow. 


Reports from all labor organizations to- 
night show over 24,000 men on strike. This 
number will be swelled by several thousand 
tomorrow, and it is not unlikely that the 
meeting of the Building Trades council may 
result in the calling out of all the 29,000 mem- 

rs who are affiliated with the freight 

andlers and teamsters. Unless the strike 
is settled before Saturday night it will in- 
volve 100,000 men. Every man who sup- 
ports organized labor will be called upon 
to support the strike. 

The strike leaders declare the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad officials 
will have to make concessions, that the R. 
S. Brine Teaming company will have to 
recognize the union or be driven out of busi- 
ness, and that the strikers now out must be 
taken back. 

Business-Houses to Close. 

Unless things straighten out before tomor- 
row many wholesale houses will close down 
and cease doing business until it can be done 
at other than loss. The retail lumber men 
after a meeting tonight gave notice that 
they would close their yards until further 
notice. 

The strike of the coal teamsters, which 
went into effect today, may have serious 
results. Already many firms caught with a 
short supply of coal find a shut down in- 
evitable. Hospitals, newspapers, and the 
State houses are the only exceptions made 
by the coal teamsters, To them only will 
they deliver coal. 

The water front is tied up. Thousands 
of tons of freight lie piled up on _ the 
wharves from shipment. Cargoes of fish 
are spoiling. 

Felt Throughout New England. 

The effect ofthe strike is being felt severe- 
ly in New England manufacturing towns. 
At Lynn shoe factories employing in the ag- 
gregate 5,000 hands have been forced to shut 
down because of the failure to receive con- 
signments of leather, and some other estab- 
lishments are running on half time. At 
Somerville a pork packing concern laid off 
1,200 hands and may be obliged to suspend 
entirely. 


Lynn Pleads for Peace. 

Lynn, Mass., March 12.—The Board of 
Trade today decided to communicate with 
Boards of Trade in Brockton, Quincy, Low- 
ell, Lawrence, Haverhill, New Bedford, 
Taunton, Fall River, and other cities around 
Boston with the idea of forming a general 
committee to appear before the Boston Mer- 
chants’ association and demand that it end 
the strike by refusing to give business to 
the Brine company. If the Boston strike is 
protracted 35,000 operatives will cease work 
on Saturday. 

Easley Starts for Boston. 

New York, March 12.—[Special.]—Ralph 
M. Easley this evening heard from the fol- 
lowing members of the Arbitration commit- 
tee of the Civic federation, whom he will 
meet tomorrow afternoon in Boston: Frank 
Sargent, Chicago, Grand Chief of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Firemen; P. J. Keefe, 
Detroit, President of the National Long- 
shoremen’s union; James Duncan, First Vice 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor: Charles W. Eliot, President of Har- 
vard University; and Charles Francis Ad- 
ams of Boston. He left for Boston late to- 


night.

GOAL MINERS MAY SPRIKE 


ILLINOIS UNITED WORKERS BALK 
AT SCALE AGREEMENT. 


Rate of Wages Decided Upon by Joint 
Committee and Signed by Operators 
Is Repudiated by Union and Long 
Debate Fails to Settle Trouble— 
Must Act Today or 40,000 Men Will 
Go Out on April 1—Many in Favor of 
War. 


Peoria, Ill.. March 12.—[Special. ]—Unless 
the United Mine Workers of Illinois tomor- 
row adopt the scale as agreed upon by the 
joint Scale committee, and already signed 
by the operators, the 40,000 members will be 
on a strike after April 1, for all negotiations 
will be at an end. 

The miners failed to take any action to- 
day, although the committee report was dis- 
cussed at great length, and tonight many of 
the cooler heads in-the organization are en- 
deavoring to secure the indorsement of the 
report and avert the threatened strike. : 

The Scale committee reported to the joint 
convention yesterday afternoon that, after 
more than two weeks’ work, they had been 
unable to agree on a scale. The operators 
refused to make any more concessions, say- 
ing the agreement at Indianapolis prevented 
any increase in wages in Illinois this year, 
while the miners held out for the scale as 
originally agreed on by them. A motion 
made to adjourn sine die was voted down, 
else negotiations would have terminated 
right then and there. 

The Scale committee resumed its sessions, 
but did not reach an agreement until 2:30 
clock this afternoon. The operators imme- 
Giately signed the agreement, and,.adjourn- 
ing sine die, left fortheirhomes. Theagree- 
ment was then presented to the miners, and 
scarcely had the reading commenced when 
a motion was made to non-concur. The 
miners went into executive session and re- 
mained in session for several hours. They 
failed to take any action. Some insist they 
will not concur in the report, while others 
insist that it will be ratified tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The powder question was settled by the 
miners agreeing to buy of the operators for 
$1.75 per keg or less, but when the Scale 
committee reported back yesterday it had 
not settled the Williamson County field, the 
thin vein of the northern district, and some 
of the mines of Peoria County. These have 

n the sticking points all through the 
negotiations. Objection is found to some 
concessions made in these districts in order 
to reach an agreement with the operators. 


Miners in Other States Act. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 12.—[{Special. ]— 
The Indiana operators and miners today in 
joint conference took up the points in the 
yearly wages contract on which the joint 
committee of twenty-four could not agree. 
The operators insist that the miners reduce 
the initiation fee of $50 they recently adopted 
for membership in the United Mine Workers 
on the ground that it will keep too near the 
minimum number of miners at the mines. 


Demands of District No. 2. 


Altoona, Pa., March 12.—The convention of 
District No. 2,- United’: Mine Workers of 
America, today received the report of the 
Scale committee. Patrick Gilday was elect- 
ed President. The committee’s report con- 
tains a demand for an eight-hour day, a 
smaller differential between pick and ma- 
chine mining, and mules for car pushing. 
A joint conference with the operators will 
be held temorrow. 


Ask for General Strike. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 12.—The miners 
at the Woodward colliery of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western congfpany today 
asked that a general strike be declared at 
all the company’s collieries.

Methuen Liked in Berlin. 

BERLIN, March 12.—General Methuen, 
who was British military attaché at Berlin 
from 1877 to 1881, made many friends while 
here. Among the stories related of him ts 
that upon one occasion when he was going to 
the palace to visit Emperor William I. in 
1881 he jumped into the Spree’and saved the 
life of a drowning child. The time required 
to change his clothes made him late at his 
audience with the Emperor. For the delay 
he apologized, but did not give the reason. A 
few days later, at a reception in the palace, 
the Emperor drew the British attaché aside 
and pinned the rescue medal on the lapel of 
his coat. 


Pro-Boer Meeting at Cambridge. 

Cambridge, Mags., March .12.—[Special.]— 
As a result of Dr. A. P. Andrews’ appeal, a 
pro-Boer meeting in the living-room of Har- 
vard union tonight was attended by about 700 
students. Richard Derby presided, and the 
speakers were Dr. Hendrik Muller of the 
Orange Free State and the Rev. Herman von 
Broekhingen of Pretoria. 

Mr. von Broekhinzen appealed to America 
to get the Boer women and children out of 
the concentrado camps, saying that 350 chil- 
dren were dying out of every 1,000 born. 

Dr. Muller outlined the history 6 the 
Orange Free State and the Transvaal. The 
Transvaal mining laws, he said, were the 
most liberal in the world, the tax being but 
2% per cent, as compared with 10 per cent in 
the Klondike and 50 per cent in Rhedesia. 


PRINCE SENDS FINAL MESSAGE. 


Kaiser’s Brother Cables Expression of 
Gratitude to American Ambassador 
at Berlin Just Before Sailing.

BERLIN, March 12.—Mr. White, the Amer- 
ican Ambassador, has received a cable dis- 
patch sent by Prince Henry at the moment 
of his departure from Hoboken, expressing 
gratitude for his cordial reception in Amer- 
ica. It is also learned on the best authority 
that the question of the Kaiser inviting Miss 
Alice Roosevelt to visit Berlin was never 
mooted diplomatically or otherwise.

It says that Baron von Richthofen, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, gave sound advice 
in his speech in the Prussian Diet yesterday 
to make allowances for British sensitiveness 
provoked by General Methuen’s misfortune, 
and it adds: “In return we are entitied to 
demand like forbearance regarding our own 
national feelings where they are watranted, 
as in the case of the rapprochement between 
Germany and America.”

Steel Corporation President, However,

Mr. Pam is closely as- 
sociated with Mr. Schwab in other business 
transactions. 

In connection with the visit of Mr. Schwab 
a report came from New York that the pur- 
pose of his trip was to inspect the piants of 
the American Can company with a view to 
their absorption by the United States Steel 
corporation. Negotiations were on some 
months ago with this end in view, but they 
were abandoned. It is denied authoritative- 
ly that Mr. Schwab's trip hadany connection 
with a renewal of the deal between the can 
company and the steel corporation. 

Another report was that Mr. Schwab was to 
hold a conference with Armour interests, but 
L. C. Krauthoff, counsel for Armour & Co., 
sald that there was no truth in this. 

It was assumed that Mr. Schwab might 
have come here to open negotiations again 
for the purchase of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company, but John J. Mitchell, Presi- 
dent of the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
and one of the largest interests in the com- 
pany, said that no new negotiations are on or 
in prospect.

N. E. Young will act as chairman, 
his duties being about the same as in past 
years. John T. Brush will represent the 
Freedman faction and James A. Hart the 
Spalding faction, as the other members of 
the committee Young will immediately 
draft a playing schedule, and the champion- 
ship season will y open on or 
about April 17.

ACCEPTS COLOR LINE 


DR. DICKINSON ANSWERS MRS. 
ANNIE MILLER’S CHALLENGE. 


Declares That Black Women Can Be 
Happy in the Clubs and Cites the 
_ Social Economics as an Example— 
Says the Secret of True Harmony 
Is in Abiding by the Will of the Ma- 
jority—Spring Poets Are Sharpen- 
ing Their Pencils. 


~ «“1¢ any one knows of any place in clubdom 
where colored women are admitted, either 
singly or in groups, and made happy, the 
writer would be grateful for the informa- 
tion.” 

This was a challenge issued through the 
columns of a club paper by Mrs. Annie Miller 
of Nebraska. Dr. Frances Dickinson has 
accepted the challenge and proposes to show 
that the six colored women in the Social 
Economics club are happy and that the white 
members also are happy. 

Dr. Dickinson goes so far in her reply asto 
say that the Chicago Woman's club is more 
prejudiced against the admission of certain 
white women than other clubs are against 
the admission of colored women. Promi- 
nent women vouched for by the best mem- 
bers of the club, she says, are refused ad- 


not appear any better in print than the race 
qualification.”’ 


Says Majority Must Rule. 

“There are members of the Social Econom- 
ies club,” says Dr. Dickingon in her letter 
of reply, “‘ who would rather that we had no 
colored women for members. They are in 
the minority, however, and realize that the 
majority must rule. They do not leave the 
club, because they like the open discussions 
we have there. 

“Colored women will be happy in clubs 
when the majority of the members want 
them there. It is @fferent with the General 
Federation of Clubs, for the majority there 
is probably against the admission of colored 
women. The majority of the clubs belonging 
to the federation are home clubs, while the 
Social Economica is really a public club. 

“Race, sex, and civil state are three 
things that should be added to the member- 
ship application blanks in the General Fed- 
eration. Gince men have begun to join the 
clubs we ought to know about the sex of our 
membership and we ought to know, too, 
whether the women are married or not.” 

In concluding her reply Dr. Dickinson 
wanders to the question of the election of 
officers at the national federation meeting. 
She suggests that the candidates use ** planks 
instedd of personalities ’’ as instruments in 
their campaign. She says the troubie with 
women’s politics is that instead of standing 
on platforms as for and against some issue 
the candidates always go in on personal 
grounds. ;

- George Grossmith, the English entertainer 


and humorist, kept a small but notably fash- 
jonable audience’ excellently amused for 
nearly two hours last evening in Music Hall. 
Assisted by his company grand piano 
—he gave one of those programs of music, 
descriptions, and monologues in the present- 
ing of which he is unrivaled, and with which 
he has made himself a place in England 
truly unique, and won for himself many ad- 
mirers and friends in thie country.

VOTE TAKEN IN SILENCE 


The invasion of the South Park board by 
politics was checked by resolution yesterday. 
The tide was turned back by Commissioner 
Jefferson Hodgkins, and the retreat of poli- 
tics was orderly and complete. 

Searcely had the regular meeting of the 
board been called to order by President Don- 
nersberger when Mr. Hodgkins drew from 
his pocket a document and handed it to the’ 
secretary. The commissioners made no com- 
ment as it was read, but they regarded it 
with interest as being an answer to the an- 
nounced determination of Mr. Donners- 
berger to resign from the board because poli- 
tics were becoming too potent a factor in its 
deliberations. Mr. Hodgkins was one of the 
two men Mr. Donnersberger had singled out 
as “ political” members. The resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

Text of the Resolutions. 

The tesolutions were as follows: 

Whereas, We believe the best interest of the 
perks and the desire of the citizens of the dis- 
trict demand that the affaires of the South Park 
commission be conducted on business principles 
rather than upon lines of partisan politics; and, 

Whereas, Business principles not only demand 
the retention of experienced and competent em- 
ployés, but also that, in order to obtain-their 
best service, they should be assured that their 
retention and promotion d ad solely on the 
ability and faithfulness with which they discharge 
their duties; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That no employé of the South Park 
commission be removed because of his political or 
religious opinions or affijations; that the mem- 
bers of this board are in thorough sympathy with 
the spirit of the city and county civil) service acts, 
and that the superintendent be, and he is hereby 
instructed to consider only the qualifications 
recognised by the civil service ects in gppointing, 
promoting, and retaining employés. 

Experts for Small Parks. 


The Small Parks commission submitted a 
resolution requesting each Park board to 
select one member, who, with a member of 
the Smal! Parks commission, shal! constitute 
a committee to prepare a report on small 
parks and playgrounds. It is provided, also, 
that this expert service shall be paid for by 
the respective Park boards. The board did 
not act on the resolution. 

Louls M. Fife secured the contract for 
furnishing 25,000 yards of sod, which is to 
be delivered on Michigan avenue and Grand 
boulevard within ten days. 

The proposal submitted by the- Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company to furnish gas 
for fuel and lighting of the park buildings for 
@ year for $10,000 was accepted. The old 
contract expires March 81.

uates. It seems idle to make so simple a 
statement. ®It is for Mrs. Astor’s benefit 
only, but as ashe’ never does so common a 
thing as to read the papers she will never 
hear of it. ; 

She evidently knows almost nothing of her 
countrymen. We Americans were not 
dreaming of prostrating ourselves before 
royalty—we simply wanted a little excite- 
ment and to demonstrate that we were too 
sensible, too good-natured not to look with 
interest upon the representative of many 
generations of seclusion and training en- 
tirely different from our own. It was an 
opportunity to compare a President and a 
Prince, a man of the people with the chosen 
by heredity. If the whole people had not 
lived up to their privileges they would no 
know so well what a “ mere mortal man ”’ 
is the brother of an Emperor. 

Why shouldn't we all cherish a. desire to 
see Mrs. Astor? If a few generations of 
culture gives one the privilege of setting a 
standard for a great nation, to criticise those 
who have acquired wealth themselves, and 
to publish her views that “he who runs 
may read,"’ how can privacy be possible? 
All mankind desires to gee a perfect woman. 
If Mrs. Astor will kindly make a tour of the 
country we will demonstrate beyond quea- 
tion that it is not royalty, but the repre- 
sentative of conditions supposed to develop 
perfect types that bring out the multitude.

Games Wholly Feasible. 


When Sir Thomas Lipton was invited by 
the Olympian Games committee to be pres- 
ent. at the games in 1904 and if possible bring 
the new America cup challenger over here 
to sail on the lakes, Sir Thomas said:

REPORT STRICT CHINESE BILL. 


Senate Committee Favors Exclusion 
from Philippines on Same Terms 
as from United States. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—The Senate 

Committee on Immigration today agreed to 

the Chinese exclusion bill known as 

the Mitcheli-Kahn measure. It is substan- 

tially the same as the modified bill submitted 

by the Pacific Coast committee, only a few 
verbal corrections having been made. 

The committee agreed to retain the pro- 
vision of absolute exclusion, taking the 
ground that the United States wanted to re- 
tain the Philippines for the Filipinos, and 
that the latter were as much opposed to the 
admission of Chinese as were the Americans. 
Another section of the bil, excluding Chinese 
sailors from. ships of American register, also 
was retained in the bill, except in case of ac- 
cident. The provisions regarding the priv- 
ilege of transit of Chinesé across the United 
States are changed in phraseology, but re-

CAUSE OF CUBA GAINING 


BEET SUGAR MEN RAPIDLY GET- 
TING INTO LINE, 


Twenty Per Cent Reciprocity Plan Is 
Likely to Be Adopted for Period 
Ending on Dee. 1, 1904—Pressure of 
Party and Public Opinion Having 

Its Effect on Stubborn Members— 

Michigan Congressman Seeks to 

Justify Opposition. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
There is every indication now of a speedy 
compromise “on the Cuban sugar question. 
The basis of agreement is likely to be a 
reciproctty provision for 20 per cent, the en- 
actment by Cuba of United States immigra- 
tion laws, and the limitation of the arrange- 
ment to Dec. 1, 1904. 

It was at first decided to let the reciprocity 
agreement expire in December, 1903, but 
after a series of conferences the administra- 
tion leaders decided it would be better to ex- 
tend the time a year to carry the issue over 
the next Presidentia) election. There is a 
contingent of the anti-administration men 
who say they will never compromise and 
will continue to fight the Speaker and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and die in the last ditch. 
The number of these “ last ditchers ”’ is cer- 
tain to decrease in a surprising ratio before 
the conference, which is fixed for next 
Tuesday. 


Beet Sugar Men Yielding. 


The great majority of the beet sugar con- 
tingent is already accepting the result of last 
night’s conference as more or less decisive 
and a compromise on the line suggested is 
pretty certain to be acceptable to all except 
perhapsa dozen or twenty of the more radical 
men. If they hold out they may be able to 
prevent the adoption of a special rule, but 
even this is unlikely, imasmuch as one Con- 
gressman after another has begun to hear 
from his constituents, and the members afe 
astonished to find that the people are strongly 
in favor of reciprocity which will help the 
Cubans and extend the trade of the United 
States. 

Many of the beet sugar men are receiving 
sharp reminders from their districts that the 
people will not tolerate open antagonism to 
the reciprocity policy so vigorously an- 
nounced by President McKinley just before 
his death. 

Many of the Michigan beet sugar men have 
attempted to deceive the people on this sub- 
ject and to make it appear that President 
McKinley was in favor of reciprocity only on 
things not manufactured in this country. 
These Congressmen in their zeal to uphold 
the cause of beet sugar ha¥e entirely forgot- 
ten the fact that every oneof the reciprocity | 
treaties now pending in the Senate bears the 
name of William McKinley, President of the 
United States, andevery one of these treaties 
was negotiated by John A. Kasson, who was 
appointed by President McKinley for that 
express purpose.’ 

Furthermore, in his message to Congress 
on Dec. 3, 1900, the last he ever wrote, Presi- 
dent McKinley said: “ The policy of reci- 
procity so manifestly rests upon the princi- 
ples of international equity and has been so 
repeatediy approved by the people of the 
United States that there ought to be no hesi- 
tation in either branch of Congress in giving 
it full effect.’’ 


Information Being Placed. 


A list of the reciprocity treaties negotiated 
in the name of William McKinley and ex- 
tracts from his message to Congress and 
from his Buffalo speech are to be distributed 
in the district of every member, especially 
in Michigan, who continues to oppose the 
’ well settled policy of both the McKinley and 
Roosevelt administrations. The compromise 
suggested will meet with the approval of 
about 90 per cent of the Republicans, and 
this will put the other 10 per cent into an 
awkward position, in} which they will be 
forced to explain how they are in direct op- 
position to a dead President, a living Presi- 
dent, the Speaker of the House, the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, the chairman of the Na- 
tional committee, the chairman of the Ways 
and Means committee, and the chairman of 
the House caucus, to say nothing of the peo- 
pie and press of the country. 


Defends Motives of Beet Men. 


In an interview today Representative 
Hamilton of Michigan said: “It does me 
too much honor in saying that I am among 
the leaders of the opposition to a reduction 
of the duty on raw sugar. Every Repub- 
lican in the House indorses these words. I 
am among the republicans in the House who 
are seeking a plan whereon the President and 
all of us can meet. In a question like this 
within our own party ranks it will hurt 
neither newspapers nor individuals to be 
strictly fair. Whatever action is taken must 
find justification ‘among Republicans under 
the policy of protection or its corollary. 
reciprocity. Whatever action # taken, 
therefore, must be taken in the interest of 
American industries. 

“This government is under contract, ex- 
pressed and implied, not to injure the beet 
sugar industry which it has fostered and 
developed. If we can help Cuba without 
hurting our own people I am ready. We 
have had conference after conference. I 
sincerely hope we shall succeed. I believe 
we shall succeed.’’

WALLER REPORTS 
RESCUE IN SAMAR 


Story of Famous March Across 
the Island Told by Two 
Officers. — 


NEARLY D1f£ OF HUNGER 


Americans Attacked by Natives 
When Too Weak to Carry 
Rifles. 


FOUND ALMOST TOO

Washington, D. C., March 12.—The East 
ern Mail has brought the report of Major 
Waller on the famous expedition conducted 
by him across the Island of Samar. Major 
Waller’s reports are formal, and do not go 
into details, but the news of the affair is 
contained in a dispatch from Lieutenant 
R. W. Shoemaker, U. 8. N., who conducted 
the relief expedition that succored the ma- 
rines. After detailing the arrival in the 
American lines of Captain Porter and Lieu- 
tenant Williams, with a portion of the men, 
the report gives the statements of Captain 
Porter and Lieutenant A. S. Williams, which 
are combined in the following statement: 

“On Jan. 1, being then on half rations, 
with little food left, Major Waller decided _ 
to split the party, he taking fifteen of the 
strongest men and pushing on for Basey, and 
Captain Porter following his trail as rapidly 
as possible with the main body. On Jan. 2 
a native came back from Waller with a note 
stating that he, Waller, had given up the idea 
of getting through and would return, and 
directing Porter to make directly for the 
river and build rafts for the entire party. 
This Porter tried to do, but failed to find 
wood that would float. It was raining hard 
at this time, and the river was about ten 
feet above its normal level and running with 
violence. As Major Waller did not appear 
Porter sent Captain Bearss to him to aseer- 
tain his plans, then return and: re 
Bearss failed to return, but he reached Wal- 
ler and went on with him. 


Porter Goes for Help. 

“On Jan. 3, I think, Porter pushed ahead 
to get assistance with eight of the strongest 
men, leaving Williams to follow with the 
crippled and lame as far as the boat, which 
had been secreted on the way up to be used 


‘in an emergency like the present. Porter 


reached the boat, but found it had been 
damaged and was unfit for use. So hestart- 
ed on a twenty-five-mile ‘ hike’ for Lanang, 
and reached there with three men on the 
afternoon of the lith. Five men had given 
out, but, living on two dogs that strayed 
their way, they finally reached the post. 
“The relief expedition under Lieutenant 
Williams, First Infantry, on acc unt of the 
height of the river, was unabie to get away 
until the morning of the l4th. Williams Ge- 
serves the highest praise for his twemi.: 
five miles’ fight against the current and u}) 
the rapids, hauling his boats along by ha 
@ good part of the way. It was net until 
the morning of the 17th that he reachéd the: 
starving marines in their last stopping place 
near the river. @¢ : 


Too Weak to Carry Rifles. 
“Their condition at the time was terribie, 
For days no man among them had strengts 
to carry a rifie. Nine .of them had either 
gone crazy or had fallen by the trail half 


dead from starvation and exposure. It had - % 


rained steadily for eighteen days. Lieuten= 
ant A. S. Williams had made every effort ft 
get them along, but had to abandon them: 


He could only save the men who were able 


to reach the boat by the river, the probable 
point of arrival of the relief expedition. He 
got there on the night of the 16th inst, Rig 
party having been without food, exceps 
roots, the pulp of plants, and a few sweet 
potatoes, for fifteen days. 

‘‘Po further complicate maters the nativé 
bearers, about thirty. in number, became | 
sulky, practically refusing assistance to 
white men. They would build shacks as @& 
protection from the continual downpour for 
themselves only, and, knowing the edibié 
roots and plants, were more skillful in ob- 
taining food. 

Treachery of the Natives. 

‘*A time came when no white man could 
carry a rifle, and those not lost were in the 
hands of natives; under the altered condi- 
tion, it required considerable diplomacy on 
the part of Lieutenant Williams to handle 
them at all. Just before reaching the river 
two bearers tried to kill Williams, stabbing 
him about the chest with a bolo. He tried 
to shoot, but had not sufficient strength to 
pull the trigger. Then they tried to Kill 
him with his own pistol, but did not know 
how to work the weapon, 

“ Williams was rescued by a few of hig 
men, who tottered up, armed with sticks, 
and the natives took to the bush. No Fill- 
pinos were seen in the region, there being 
no food. The relief party saw some com 
ing from the direction of Hermane; soit @ 
probable that the insurgents about there 
got wind of the desperate condition of the

Howard’s Figures on Wheat Stocks. 


The Daily Trade Bulletin estimates total 
stocks of wheat and flour in Europe and 
afloat on March,1 as 80,148,000 bu, compared 
with 81,336,000 bu on Feb. 1 and 86,464,000 
bu on March 1, 1900, and the total supply in 
the United States and Canada for the cor- 
responding dates at 119,552,000 bu, 129,128,000 
bu, and 117,889,000 bu. Of the growing crop 
eutiook it says: ‘ According to the reports 
received, the outlook for winter wheat is 
not as promising as reported in the early 
winter months. The plant has emerged from 
its winter quarters, and there is considera- 
ble complaint regarding the outlook. Ina 
portion of Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, and Texas, and in southern 
portions of Ohio and Indiana, there has been 
some damage, and the outlook is not favora- 
ble. In New York, the greater portion of 
Pennsylvania, in the northern parts of Ohio 
and Indiana, in Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, 
lowa, Nebraska, and the greater portion of 
Kansas, and in California and Oregon, the 
outlook is quite promising. In Washington 
some damage has been sustained and some 
of the area may possibly be reseeded to 
spring wheat.” 

Cc. W. Davis, an-agricultural statistician 
at Abilene, Kas., who has been a wheat 
raiser since 1851, says that more than 75 
per cent of the wheat in Sedgwick and Sum- 
ner Counties, sections with which he is best 
acquainted, is dead. Many other able judges 
place the destruction at 90 percent. In Har- 
vey, Rice, Reno, McPherson, Kingman, 
Pratt, Stafford, Barton, Pawnee, Rush, and 
Baéwards Counties the conditions are not so 
bad, but there appears little hope of half

any of them, as in 1901, and in many of them 
not more than one-third of a crop. “It is 
my opinion—not a prediction,” says Mr. 
Davis" that Kansas will not grow 50 per 
cent, and probably not 40 per cent, as much 
wheat as in 1901."’

| ELECTED MEMBER OF CHICAGO 
TITLE AND TRUST BOARD. 


Regular Quarterly Dividémd of 1 1-2 
Per Oent Declared on Stock—John J. 
Mitchell, Home from Denver, Says 
Business of Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company Is as Good as Eastern Steel 
Concerna—Denies Negotiations with 
United States Corporation. 


Lyman J. Gage, President of the United 
‘States Trust company of New York, was 
made a director of the Chicago Title and 
Trust company at the meeting of the board 
yesterday. He succeeds John W. McKinnon, 
resigned. At the time Mr. Gage declined the 
Presidency of the Chicago company after 
retiring as Secretary of the Treasury he 
agreed to become a director. The meeting of 
the board yesterday was the first oppor- 
tunity to elect him. 

The board also declared the second regular 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent on the 
stock, payable on April 1, for the esse! 
ended on March 31. 


Colorado Fuel Progress. 

John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, has returned from 
Denver, where he attended a meeting of di- 
rectors of the Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
as He said that the company is having 

to fill orders as steel and iron 
pas in the Bast, and that its output 
in the mills now constructed is sold ahead 
for a year. Rapid progress is being made 
with the additions to the plants. The 
wire and nail plant ts completed except for 
the engines and will be in operation about 
May 1. The buildings for the rod mill and 
sheet mill are just being erected. The sec- 
ond blast furnace will be ready by June 1 
and the third by Aug. 1. All the additions 
will be completed by early fall. 
Mr. Mitchell said there are no negotia- 
tions for sale to the United States Steel cor- 
poration, as reported in the East. The direc- 
tors declared the regular quarterly dividend 
of 1% ‘per cent on the common stock, payable 
on April 15. 


Chicago Packing and Provision. 

KE. H. Pearson has issped letters to the 
stockholders of the Chicago Packing and 
Provision company, now in liquidation, of- 
fering $19.48 for each share of preferred 
stock when deposited with common stock of 
‘an equal amount at the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company. Mr. Pearson explains that 
this offer is not made on behalf of the Chi- 
cago Packing and Provision company, Lim- 
ited, of London, or the Chicago Packing and 
Provision company of Illinois, or any officer 
or director of either of the two companies, 
but is made individually as a personal busi- 
ness transaction. Mr. Pearson says he is 
willing to abide the event of the litigation 
started by the common stockholders to se- 
cure something In the liquidation. On each 
of the preferred shares there has already 
been paid 40 per cent, or $19.48. 

Mr. Pearson makes the following statement 
of the condition of the company: 

** You are aware of the litigation instituted 
by A. C. Terry, John F. Jelke@, and certain 
others, as holders of some shares of common 
stock, to prevent the distribution of assets 
of the company among its preferred stock- 
holders, those assets being insufficient to 
reach the common stock. The plaintiffs have 
been defeated in the lower court and their 
bill dismissed for wantof equity. They have 
taken the case to the Appellate Court, where 
it has not yet been reached for argument. 
The decision of that court is hoped for by 
about July of this year, and if plaintiffs are 
again defeated in that court they can carry 
the case to the Supreme Court. There may 
thus be a delay of one to two years before 
the case is decided by the Supreme Court. 


Condition of the Company. 


“ All bonds have been paid and discharged: 
there are no obligations outstanding, except 
for expenses and attorney’s fees, incurred 
mainly in the pending litigation and in the 
liquidation of the company there and in Lon- 
don. There are pending two lawsuits against 
the Illinois company, in which the demands 
aggregate about $10,500.

Receipts aie March 13 are estimated at 
8,000 cattle, 31,000 hogs, and 12,000. sheep, 
against 6,665 cattle, 30,912 hogs, and 9,708 
sheep Thursday of last week. 
Cattle—Among the sales were a four-load 
bunch averaging 1,561 lbs at $7.00, and one 
load of 1,663-lb steers at the same price. 
Quite a few cattle sold at $6.50@6.85. That 
heavy cattle were not figured is shown by 
the fact that some 1,623-lb steers sold for 
$6.50, while nice, handy steers averaging 
1,274 1bs sold at $6.75; a load of 1,080-Ib steers 
brought $5.75, and some averaging 979 Ibs 
sold at $5.70. Most of the medium to good 
cattle sold at $5.25@6.00. There was still a 
good demand for good cows and heifers, and 
trading was at strong prices, canning grades 
slow, but at steady prices. Best fat cows 
and heifers sold at $5.25@5.75. Most of the 
cows went at $3.00@4.25, with cutters large- 
ly at $2.70@3.00 and canners at $1.50@2.60, 
Bulls sold steady at $2.60@4.85. Calves, $3.50 
@6.50. Bad weather caused a poor de- 
mand for stockers and feeders, and, while 
prices were not materially lower, trade was 
unsatisfactory. Sales were at $2.75@5.20. 
Hogs—Prices were generally 10c higher. 
The market opened strong, but closed weak, 
with 5,000 left in the pens. Trade was active 
at the start, with shippers and speculators 
the principal buyers. Some of the packers 
were free buyers from the start, white the 
big fellows held off and waited until the 
urgent orders were filled. Receipts were be- 
low all expectations again, but the quality 
was good, with the average weight heavier. 
The improvement in the quality has nar- 
rowed the range of prices considerably, the 
spread between common and choice grades 
being about the narrowest of the year. 
Three or four loads averaging 268@296 Ibs 
sold at $6.55. Some averaging 228 ibs sold 
at $6.52%4, with 185 lbs as high as $6.40. Com- 
paratively few sold below $6.25. with mixed 
packing largely at $6.30@6.35.

THE APPEAL TO SENATOR HANNA. 
The strike in Boston is sympathetic and 

symptomatic. It has sprung from an agree- 
Ment between two labor organizations aud 
it illustrates the community of interest 
among laboring people. The freight 
handlers of Boston have a tnion. The 
teamsters have one, too. These two sep- 
arate bodies do not pursue two separate 
policies. They are like two regiments of 
the same army or perhaps like two States” 
of the same federation. They have a per- 
manent mutual understanding. The team- 
sters do not receive goods from non-union 
freight handlers. Contrariwise, the freight 
handlers do not receive goods from non- 
union teamsters. This is the interunion 
law. The application of it brought on the 
strike. 

Last Friday a teamster drove up to the 
sheds of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford road. Seven union freight handlers 
Were sent out to help unload. Before they 
began work they wanted to see the 
teamster’s card. He had no card. He was 
not a union man. The freight handlers re- 
fused to work with him. They were im- 
mediately discharged. Then the whole force 
of freight handlers employed by the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford walked 
out into the street. They were followed 
by their brethren from the Boston and Al- 
bany and then by some more of their breth- 
ren from the Boston and Maine. The 
freight handlers being out, the teamsters 
voted to go out with them. So did the ex- 
pressmen. So did the longshoremen. So 
did.some of the clerks and switchmen. At 
present the number of men on strike is | 
somewhere between 20,000 and 25,000, A!l 
because seven union men would not help 
a non-union man uniead a wagon! Here is 
an acorn that made an oak of some sige. 
It is to be observed, however, that the re- 
fusal of the union men to work with the 
non-union man was by no means a piece 
of bad temper or an act of irresponsible 
eapriciousness. It was part of a settled 
policy. It was principle. It was conviction. 

The situation, just as it is now, is serious 
enough, but it has not yet exhausted its 
capacity for trouble. In the first place, as 
transportation becomes more difficult, 
freight will accumulate in the sheds, pro- 
duction will be checked, mills and factories 
will shut down, and thousands of people 
will be thrown out of employment. In the 
second place, it is not New England alone 
that is threatened. Strikes are like fires, 
and as fires have a way of swooping across 
almost incredible distances, go strikes, in 
this era of national labor organizations, can 
traverse a whole country in a day. 

Mayor Collins has done well, therefore, 
to appeal to the National Civic federation 
and in particular to Senator Hanna. At 
about the time when the Industrial com- 
mittee of the National Civic federation was 
being formed, Senator Hanna said: “I would 
rather have the credit of making successful 
the movement to bring labor and capital 
into closer relations of confidence than be 
President of the United States. If by re- 
signing my seat in the United States Sen- 
ate I could bring to fruition the plans that 
are now being fostered to make strikes, 
lockouts, and great labor disputes impos- 
sible, I would do so.” The public will now 
hope to see that this saying was a faithful 
ove. A better field for an arbiter could 
not be imagined than is now to be found 
in Boston. If the National Civic federation 
‘is to be of service in times of industrial 
danger it can try to be so'now. If Senator 
Hanna is to help in reconciling the employer 
and the employé, he can try to help now. 
He will do more good and gain more glory 
by settling this strike than by securing the 
passage of a ship, subsidy bill. This isa 
fitting oecasion both for the organization 


and for the man. The next move in the 
struggle is with them. 
THE LIGHT REGISTRATION. 
The Election Commissioners thought tha 


registration would be heavy and it is light. 
Certainly a larger number of names ought 
to have been put on the books day before 
yesterday. There has not been a revision 
of the registration lists for a year. During 
that time many persons have come of age 
and many have completed the year’s resi- 
dence in the State. Last year’s May mov- 
ing took thousands of men out of the pre- 
cincts in which they voted last April. Of 
voters who did not move in May great 
numbers have moved since then. It is true 
that the registration exceeds by 14,000 
that of March, 1901, but there was an en- 
tirely new registration in October, 1900, 
The failure of a large percentage of the 
voters to register is deplorable, but it is 
natural. It is useless to expect in large 
cities that general interest in local elections 
which exists among the citizens of villages 
and small towns. As the number of voters 
increases the individual voter is apt tu be 
affected by a feeling that his sing'e vote 
is of decreasing importance. The man who 
is one among 3,000 feels that he counts for 
more than when he is one among 40,000 or 
400,000. There are more things to at- 
tract a man’s attention in a city thanina 
village, and this is another reason why the 


— 


more interest in the small place than they 
do in the large one. When a Presidential 
election is held there usually is a full city 
vote, but that election has been taiked 
about for months before registration day, 
and the voters have become worked up 
over it. 

On the whole, instead of regretting that 
$0,000 names were not put on the registra- 
tion books last Tuasday one should be 
pleased that as many as 60,000 names were 
put on the books. A majority of these 
GO,000 yoters doubtless prefer honest to 
dishonest Aldermen and take pride in the 
change for the better which hae been 
worked In the Council of late years. 
There is reason to believe, therefore, that 
the Aldermanic election to be held on the 
ist of April wil not lessen the number of 
trtistworthy Aldermen, but may, indeed, 
add to the number.

DEATH OF GOVERNOR ALTGELD. 

For nearly ten years the name of John 
P, Altgeld has been familiar to every Amer- 
ican. He won for himself soon after he 
| became Governor of this State a national 
reputation. It was not in all respects an 
enviable reputation, for while many ad- 
mired him, looking on him as the defend@r 
of the “masses” against the “ classes — 
as the enemy of the plutocrat and the friend 
of the workingman—the majority saw in 
him an embodiment of revolutionary dis- 
content. They saw in him the political 
Anarchist who was opposed to the enforce- 
ment of the laws when a mob did not wish 
them enforced, who was an enemy of the 
courts, and who aimed at the confiscation 
of .credits by debasing the currency. . No 
man could have been much more abused or 
hated than Mr. Altgeld was during the 
years of his most intense political activity. 

The hatred of his opponents was a tribute 
to his ability. None but a strong man 
could have worked his way up to national 
prominence as Mr. Altgeld did, He began 
at the bottom of the lndder. He had no 
advantages of education or of ‘social in- 
fluence. Whatever he achieved of fame 
or fortune he achieved for himself by his 
own indomitable will and restless energy. | 
Without violating cherished American tra- 
ditions one cannot refuse the meed of praise 
to this particular farmer’s boy who became 
in 1802 the first Democratic Governor of 
Iilinols in nearly half a century. 

Further evidence of Mr. Altgeld’s ability 
is found in the personal following he had 
after he and his party had been swept out 
of power and he had lost those mercenary 
adherents whom patronage had temporarily 
won for him. There remained in this city 
and State a formidable number of men 
who accepted as the law and the gospel 
whatever Altgeld might say. oe 

With his ability Mr. Altgeld would have 
had a larger following and would have had 
more influence but for a fatal defect of 
temperament. He was too bitter and in- 
tolerant. There was too much personality 
in his politics. Senator Tillman said the 
other day: “I have a great many friends 
on the Republican side because personally 
you are a nice lot of clever, clean-hearted 
gentlemen, but in politics you are the most 
infamous cowards and hypocrites I ever had 
any dealings with.” Mr. Altgeld could not 
eoncede that his political opponents were 
“ clean-hearted.” To him they were bad 
through and through. . It must be admitted 

that some of Mr. Altgeld’s opponents were 

no more tolerant than he was. He was in 
the right sometimes. His assaults were 
sometimes directed against real abuses. For 
this he got little credit while alive. 

Mr. Altgeld believed there was but one 
side to a question—his side. The man who 
did not see everything as he saw it was 
his enemy. He could not tolerate mild 
dissent. The consequence was that he made 
unnecessarily a large number of enemies in 
his own party. He did not know how to 
conciliate, to consult expediency, or to for- 
give. 

It may be that financial embarrassments 
due to the panic of 1893 influenced Mr. 
Altgeld in taking the stand he did as to 
free silver, but taking the man asa whole 
he was sincere, even when assuming the 
extreme positions which brought on him the 
severest criticism. What he said he believed 
to be the truth, and to that alone may be 
ascribed his unabated popularity as a pub- 
lic speaker. He had no graces of oratory 
to tickle the populace. He could not fill 
thein ears with fine-sounding sentences. 
Men went to listen to him because he was 
a man exceedingly in earnest, saying things 
which were unpleasant often, but which 
were known to be the genuine sentiments 
of the speaker. 

Of the policies which Mr. Altgeld advocat- 
ed most strenuously some are dead and: 
others are not likely to win popular ap- 
proval. His name will not live because 
of his advocacy of these policies but be- 
cause he was one of those strong-willed, 
forceful men who unaided made his way 
from obseurity to prominence, attracting 
first the attention of a city, then of a State, 
and finally of the nation. - 


THE ART SPOILATION OF ENGLAND. 

A few months ago Mr. Sidney Lee, the 
well-known English Shakspearean scholar, 
set forth in one of the leading periodicals ; 
of that country a vigorous protest against 
the indifferenge of the English people to 
the removal not only of the Shakspeare 
folios but of other most important first edi- 
tions to the United States, and reminded 
them in a pathetic way that it was now 
almost impossible for an English scholar 
to study Shakspeare without going to 
America for the original sources, 

Following closely Mr. Lee’s warning as 
to literature, Mr. Claude Phillips, the Eng- 
lish art critic, comments in the Nineteenth | 
Century and After, for the present month, 
on the rapid disappearance of paintings 
and other art treasures from England, most 
of which find their way to the United 
States. Mr. Phillips names among those 
who have beet the most active in acquiring 
these treasures Henry G. Marquand, Mrs. 
John 8. Gardner, H. O. Havemeyer, 
William C. Whitney, and Pierpont Morgan, 
the last exploit of the latter being to save 
the almost priceless Garland collection of 
porcelain from going back to England. 
There are many others who have been heip- 
ing to strip Eugland of its art works, and 
Amétican collectors’ names are better 
known at Sotheran’s and Christy’s than 
the English, but the-above are the principal 
purchasers. Mr. Phillips somewhat cyon- 
ically remarks: “If the flow of works of 
art Westward is as yet a moderate though 
already a menacing stream, tt threatens 
soon to become a cataract, then a mighty 
river, then an ocean, s0 astonishing is the 
lust for pictures, good, bad, and indifferent. 
that has developed itself.” The “lust” 
fer pictures, however, characterizes only 
a certain class of American tourists who 
buy for their own pleasure. They are not 
collectors. Those mentioned above are not 
only collectors but they have been and are 
sti collecting with the view of adding to 
the pleastre and encouraging the art edu- 
cation of the public. Their collections find 
their way immediately or ultimately into 
public museums and galleries. | 

This kind of spoliation is landabie, and it 
is fortunate that so many Americans who 
ave more mouey than they know how to 
invest have the good taste to expend some | 
of it in this manner, However much Bng- 
lishmen may mourn the increasing loss of 
art treasures, they ought to recognize and 
appreciate

written a letter to the Chicago Board of 
Education and has pointed out a way in 
which the board can give him a considera- 
ble amouut of valuable assistance. In 
Massachusetts, it appears, the Association 
of Boards of Health has drawn up certain 


| “Suggestions for the Teaching of Clean- 


liness to Children.” These suggestions, if 
placed in the hands of the teachers of this 
city and by them imparted to the children, 
would stimulate a regard for decency and 
“would prevent a great amount of con- 
tagious disease,” | 

If such desirable ends can be attained 
the time and effort involved would be well 
spent. The “ Massachusetts suggestions ” 
are most of them undeniably wise and un- 
deniably pertinent. ‘Do not put your 
fingers in your mouth.” Do not put pencils 
in your mouth.” “ Do not put pins in your 
mouth.” “Do not put money in your 
mouth.” A mouth being a mouth and not. 
a pocket these prohibitions are justifiable. 
So is this other: “ Do not spit on the floor 
or on the sidewalk.” If the next genera- 
tion ceases to spit it will not only be much 
“nicer” but also much healthier than its 
predecessor. “ Wash the hands and face 


a “ bright morning face’? 

The only rule, in fact, to which serious 
exception can be taken is this: “ Do not 
swap apple-cores, chewing gum, candy, 
whistles, or beanblowers.” Are not bean- 
blowers here indirectly legalized, and will 
not the underlying principle of the rule 
some day put an end to the immemorial 
privilege men have enjoyed of smoking éach 
other's pipes? However, one is willing 
to make the sacrifice for the sake of the 
compensating gains, and (in all seriousness 
and with all possible emphasis) the teach- 
ing of the principles of cleanliness is a 
thing by no means to be neglected in the 
schools of Chicago. 

Large districts of the city are in a 
wretchedly insanitary condition. The 
physical efficiency of the laboring people 
is thereby impaired. Efforts are continual- 
ly made to bring about a change and a 
reform, Obviously these efforts can never 
be successful till they are earnestly sup- 
ported by the people themselves. The 
desire for clean and healthful surroundings 
must precede their appearance. How, then, 
shall that desire be fostered? Better than 
anywhere else in the school, It is not neces- 
sary to form a special department for the 
purpose or set aside a part of the day toa 
Jecture on cleanliness, Each teacher can 
incidentally give her pupils when there is 
oceasion, as there often will be, a little 
instruction of the right kind. Day by day 
the pupil can be taught not only how to read 
and write but also to cultivate cleanly 
habits. Lessons of this kind have a value 
that cannot be diminished by any iteration, 
even the =A prolonged, of the cry “ Fad!” 
Decency snd physical well-being are im- 
portant €nough to deserve the attention of 
those who train the young. If the Board 
of Education can codJperate in this matter 
with the Department of Health it will do 
the city a great service,

ENNSYLVANIA DUTCH” and I 
66 spent two Weeks in Baltimore and 
then we féll in with a friendly 
brakeman who gave us reserved 
seats in an empty box car bound for 
Memphis. There we left the train and start- 
ed to beat our way down the fiver on the way 
New Orleans. 

I don’t know how it is now, but ten years 
ago no tramp who had any experience on the 
road could be persuaded to follow the river 
due south.

CURIOSITIES OF INSURANCE. 


Secure Against Hail Losses. 


In the Canadian northwest territuries they 
have fashioned a curious socialistic govern- 
mental scheme whereby the farmers, through 
the agency of the government, insure them- 
selves against a total loss from a hail-storm 
which destroys their crops. A hail insur- 
ance ordinance or law has been enacted, 
under the operation of which the farmer, by 
paying an insurance premium of 10 cents per 
acre, insures his crop to the extent of $4 per 
acre against the possible visitation of a hail- 
si\orm before he harvests his crops. The gov- 
erhiment receives and takes charge of the 
distrigution of the fund when @ loss occurs. 
No Ousiness solicited and the full crop 
vali@ig mot insured. The limit of $4 per acre 
is fed as the cos* of anced’ and the sowing. 
and the farmer is only reimbursed for his 
agtal loss. If the fund accumulated by the 
collection of the 10 cents per acre premium 
is NOt sufficient to cover all the losses sus- 
ined dufing vhe year another 10 cents per 

-acre may be levied as a tax and collected by 

the government to meet the claims against

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

ROM ae friend connected with the court 
of Lésbon I have received some inter- 
esting details regarding the suicide 
of the young Crown Prince’s military 
Governor and chief of household, 

Colonel de Albuquerques, who up tothe time 
of his self-inflicted death was regarded by 
hfs fellow-countrymen as one of their na- 
tional heroes. There has been such an 
@mount of mystery made about this tragedy 
that the following explanation is of interest: 

The Colonel first achieved fame by a piece 
of most sengzational gallantry in east Africa. 
It may be remembered that some few years 
ago—it waa before the outbreak of the war 
between Great Britain and the Transvaal— 
Mozambiqué, Delagoa Bay, and, in fact, 
all Portugal's possessions in east Africa were 
menaced by the native King Gungunhana, 
who at the head of an immense army of war- 
like tribes seemed to be on the eve of ful- 
filling hie threat of driving the Portuguese 
into the sea. 

All of a sudden the danger was brought to 
an end by a feat of arms which created a 
great deal of noise throughout the civilized 
world. An up till that time totally un- 
known infantry Captain, at the head of a 
itttle party of fifty men, rushed the camp of 
the African mo h one night, and; al- 
though the latter had with him a force of 
some 4,000 warriors, most of them armed 
with rifles and his tent pitched in their 
midst, yet this little band of fifty Portuguese 
managed to seize him and to carry him off 
prisoner to the sea coast before his warriors 
had time to recover from their consterna- 
_ fon and surprise sufficiently to attempt any 

rescue. 

The disappearance of the King, and his 
being carried off into captivity to Fernando 
Poe, on the west coast of Africa, put an end 
to the insurrection, the native forces that 
had been threatening Délagoa Bay melting 
away, and it was not without reason that 
Albuquerques was hailed both in Africa and 
in Europe as the savior of Portugal’s east 
African colonies. | 

Honors began to pour in upon the Captain, 
who was at once promoted to the Governor- 
Ship of the colony of Mozambique, advanced 
to the rank of Colonel, presented with the 
highest Portuguese decorations, as well as 
overwhelmed with orders and tokens of dis- 
tinction by the Emperors of Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Russia, as well as by other Euro- 
pean sovereigns, “Queen Victoria making him 
a Knight of St. Michael and St. George, for 

/ he was held to have rendered a great service 

to the cause of civilization by preserving a 

considerable portion of white Africa from 

being wiped out of existence by native bar- 
barism. 
Unfortunately, the new-fledged Colonel’s 
head was turned by all these honors. He 
began to rule the colony like a tyrant, abso- 
lutely declined to accept any orders from the 
Minister of the Colonies or Minister of War 
at Lisbon, and finally brought matters to 
such a pass that the two Ministers in ques- 
tion asked ‘the King to choose between their 
resignation- and the Governor’s recall. As 
the entire -abinet took sides with the Min- 
isters, and the King was confronted by a 
‘ Cabinet crisis, he had no alternative but to 

yield. But realizing that any attempt to 
or disgrace such a national idol 
as Albuquerques would result probably ina 
revolution, he put the recall in the form of 
an invitation to visit him at Lisbon. 


The Colonel's trip home was in the light of 
@ triumphal progress. President Kruger re- 
* ceived him with the highest honors at Pre- 
toria, hailing him as the defender of civiliza- 
tion against barbarism, whilst at Cape Town 
trlumphal arches were put up in his honor 
and the entire city went outto meet him. On 
teaching Lisbon the King himself received 
him in person at the wharf and publicly em- 
braced him, and all kinds of festivities of a 
public and official character were organized 
in his behalf. The King appointed him as

Of course in due time there was a reaction. 
Popular enthusiasm cannot be kept at the 
boiling pitch indefinitely, and by and bye it 
began to cool perceptibly. This had the 
effect of rendering Albuquerques irritable 
and sour. He could not realize that he was 
no longer the national idol, and thought him- 
self bound to récall what people were so 
manifestly forgetting by asserting himself. 
He offended everybody, both high and low, 
by his intense arrogance and brusquerie, and 
on one occasion, when going out for a drive 
with the Crown Prince and the King’s 
brother, the Duke of Oporto, actually had 
the presumption to take the place of honor in 
the carriage—that is, to the right—putting 
the Crown Prince on his left, and forcing the 
good-natured Duke of Oporto to sit with his 
back to the horses. 

Shortly before Christmas it was arranged 
that the Crown Prince should make a trip 
through the provinces for the purpose of be- 
coming acquainted with the people in the 

*rural districts and in the provincial towns. 
Here again Albuquerques showed himself ab- 
solutely impossible. For wherever the local 
authorities and delegations assembled for the 
purpose of presenting addresses of loyalty to 
their future King, hedeclined to permit them 
to approach his royal charge, and that, too, 
in the most coarse and brutal fashion possi- 
ble. To make matters worse, in at least two 
of the big towns that he visited he showed 
himself at the theaters and in similar places 
of public resort in the company of women of 
notorious character, leaving his royal pupil 
to the care of his German teacher. 


Naturally, the Lésbon press got hold of this, 
and the widely circulated O Dia commenced 
a series of articles of a satirical nature en- 
titled ‘‘ How to Educaté a Royal Prince.”’ 
The King and the royal family became in- 
dignant, and Dom Carlos was prepari to 
supersede him as the Princes’ Governor, 
when word was suddenly brought to the 
monarch that Albuquerques had blown‘his 
brains out in his apartments in the royal 


e, 

I may add in conclusion that Albuquerques. 
had been drinking heavily during the last 
few weeks of his life, and that he had like- 
wise, about six months previoush), when 
asked by one of the women of the court to 
write in her birthday book his motto, 
inscribed the words: “To know when to 
die.”” He may be said to have lived up to his 
motto. 


Sir Thomas Villiers Lister, whose death is 
just reported from London, was one of the 
veterans of the British Foreign office, was 
an uncle of Lord Ribblesdale, and the legal 
adviser for many years of the now defunct 
Royal Niger company, with regard to inter- 
national questions. He was likewise a 
brother-in-law of Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, whose first wife was a sister of Sir 
Thomas. 

While at the Foreign office Sir Thomas had 
the singular misfortune to have his name 
forged on two memorable occasions distant 
from one another more than a quarter of a 
century. The last time was about eight 
years ago, when French opinion was aroused 
to the boiling pitch by statements unfriendly 
to France, contained in alleged official docu- 
ments bearing the alleged signature of Sir 
Thomas, and purporting to have been stolen 
from Lord Dufferin at the British Embassy 
at Paris. They were the so-called Norton 
forgeries. The other time was in . when 
a letter purporting to be in his h writing 
and to bear his signature reached the London 


Times’ office late at night, announcing the. 


outbreak of war between Prussia and Aus- 
tria, three months before it was actually 
declared. The Times published the news in 
good faith and only discovered*twenty-four 
hours later that the letter was a forgery, 
the work of a gang of stock exchange swin- 
dle whe reaped millions of dollars by the 
sudden fall in stocks which followed in every 
capital in Europe the announcement by the 
Times. The swindlers were never wagent 
to book. ;
